The blatant refusal of the Governor to provide public documents to the General Assembly, attempting to 
perform their constitutional role of oversight, is an outright breach of the checks and balances system. 

Governor Cooper has still refused to appoint the Ethics and Elections Oversight Board, the bipartisan board 
responsible for looking into this issue, which begs the question, what else is Governor Cooper planning on 
hiding from the General Assembly?"
